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Missouri UFOs in January 


January has been a strange month. 
It is very cold most days so people 
are not out looking up as they do 
during warm weather. However, a 
couple of sightings occurred this 
month that are noteworthy. 

1/15/2011, Moscow Mills, 
Missouri: Investigator: Deb- 
bie Ziegelmeyer. 

The witness states that 
“About 3 months ago, I saw 
an unusually bright group of 
lights. They were about 
100yds away in an open field. 
Looking at them thru binocu¬ 
lars they appeared to be glow¬ 
ing red, white, and blue. After 
watching for 2 weeks I de¬ 
cided to walk across the field 
with a camera and flashlight. 

After about 50 yards into 
(the field) I approach one of 
them (and it) rose up about 
100 feet, tilted at about 45 degrees, 
and headed what I thought was my 
way. I ran like a scared boy, drop¬ 
ping my flashlight. I slipped and 
fell on my patio, then got up and 
ran inside and locked the door, 
shaking. 

They didn’t appear for a few 
days. They came back, but the 
lights appeared smaller, about 2 or 
3 feet in diameter. 

They continue to appear nightly, 
usually 1 to 3 lights on north side 
and 1 on field to the south. One 


light in particular seems to mimic 
my movements i.e. Left, right, up, 
down, around. Other strange red 
white and blue figures hover 
around above the cloud line. My 
kids think I am crazy, but 
I am just scared. 



pattern over 
downtown KC and beyond. 

From her vantage point on a high 
hill on 23rd street in Independence 
near 1-435 Kay first thought the 
object was a helicopter, but soon 
realized that it was moving much 
too quickly to be a common traffic 
or news helicopter, or for that 
matter a military craft. The 
object moved quickly back¬ 
wards (west) then forward 
(east) at a high rate of speed, 
then north and out of sight. 

It happened so quickly that 
Kay did not have a chance to 
take a picture with her cell 
phone camera.

1/25/11: Black dome UFO over 
Kansas City 

Assistant State Director Margie 
Kay was driving to an ET Experi- 
encers Meeting in Westport when 
she noticed a large black dome 
shaped craft flying in a zig-zag 


She then called Stan Seba, a 
MUFON field investigator 
who lives north of Kansas 
City, to see if he could see the 
object. Stan was able to take a 
picture of a vapor trail, but did not 
see anything else. 

However, Seba said that the va¬ 
por trail looked like it was at about 
2,000 feet, which is the altitude 
Kay said she estimated the craft to 
be flying.

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A Real ET Contact Experience 


Editors note: I asked the Kansas 
City ET Experiencers Group to 
share some of their experiences 
with Missouri MUFON. This 
month, Gary Northcott tells us 
what he found out during a hypno¬ 
sis session. 

Gary grew up in a suburb of Kan¬ 
sas City. He attended KU and got a 
degree in Education, then attended 
U.M.K.C for a Masters Degree. He 
was a National Merit Scholar and 
is currently a member of Mensa. 

Most of Northcott’s work has 
been in psychology - working with 
drug addicts, street gangs, manic 
depressives, and people with very 
severe mental illness problems. He 
had special expertise in dealing 
with very violent mental patients. 
He worked at three colleges and 
finished his career teaching Sociol¬ 
ogy, Psychology, and Public 
Speaking at a local college. 

Gary has had major health prob¬ 
lems and is now a retired senior 
citizen who is disabled. 

Gary’s hobbies and interests in¬ 
clude: being a performer at Kansas 
City's Renaissance Festival for 26 
years, publishing a Fantasy Novel, 
Listening to classical music, read¬ 
ing an enormous amount of books 
from the city library, fantasy role 
playing gaming, and his psychic 
and extraterrestrial experiences, 
which include being aboard UfOs, 
remote viewing, and telepathic 
conversations with ETs. 

Gary is a regular attendee at the 
K.C. ET Experiencers Group 
Meetings, and always has some¬ 
thing interesting to share. 


Gary kept a journal of all my ex¬ 
periences. He says that “This is 
one of my early experiences. By 
this time I have met two Spirit 
guides who are extraterrestrials 
and have begun teaching me. I ask 
one who prefers to be called 
Chiang to put me in touch with 
another I have met. He is a tall 
white from Altair. This takes 
place during a hypnosis session 
with a local clinical hypno¬ 
therapist.”

I ask to speak with the blonde 
alien I have talked to before. He 
comes. 

I ask a series of questions based 
upon things I have read. He con¬ 
tinually refers to me as 
“Earthling”. He confirms the fol¬ 
lowing: 

There are human bases on the 
moon. Two of them. One is a 
small base on the near side, the 
other is a large base on the far 
side. Humans have placed weap¬ 
ons in space that are particle beam 
weapons mounted on satel¬ 
lites. These currently point earth¬ 
ward and are intended for world 
domination. They can be swung 
around and point spaceward. Mars 
is being terraformed by alien spe¬ 
cies. 

I tell him that our leaders are 
corrupt and cannot be trusted. He 
says they know that. 

I suggest that mankind would be 
helped if his people dealt directly 
with citizens instead of govern¬ 
ment leaders. He says some of 
that is being done. 
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I ask if our leaders are afraid of his 
people. He chuckles (first sign of 
emotion from him.) Then says 
that “They think they can control 
us.” 

I ask him what star system he is 
from. He says “Altair IV” which I 
find funny because of the Sci Fi 
film “Forbidden Planet.” 

I ask if Billy Meier’s stories of 
contacts with Nordic aliens from 
the Pleiades are true. (One armed 
Belgium farmer who is highly con¬ 
troversial.) He says YES. Very 
loudly and with a cartoon 
like print word coming from his 
mouth. 

I ask if I will ever be permitted 
to meet one of his people face to 
face. He says that I have been put 
on a list for possible contact. 

I ask why me and am told they 
communicate telepathically and I 
am developing psychic skills and 
this makes me eligible. 

I ask him what his name is. He 
give me something utterly unpro¬ 
nounceable. 

I ask if there is something I can 
call him in my language. He 
chuckles again, and says I may call 
him “29”. He then leaves. End 
of scene. 

I have no idea what to make of 
this conversations. Many of the 
answers were either what I ex¬ 
pected to hear or what I wanted to 
hear.
